“It has pleased Divine Providence to call 
hence a great and patriotic citizen, John 
Quincy Adams ìs no more At the advanced 
age of more than fourscore years, he was sud- 
denly stricken from his seat in the House of 
Representatives, by the hand of disease, on 
the 21st, and expired inthe Capitol, a few 
minutes after 7 o'clock on the evening of the 
23d of February, 1848 ‘ 

“Ee had for more than half a century, filled 
the most important public stations, and amon 
them that of President of the United States. 
he two houses of Congress—of one of which 
Ne was a venerable and most distinguished 
member—will doubtless prescribe appropriate 
ceremonies to be observed as a mark of re- 
spect for the memory of this eminent citizen. 

“The nation mourns his loss, and as a fur~ 
ther testimony of respect for his memory, I 
direct that all the executive offices at Wash- 
mgton be plated in mourmng, and that all 
business be suspended during thig day and

In congidøration of this cession of territory 
on the part of Mexico, the Government of the 
United States binds itself to pay Mexico fif- 
teen millions of dollars In this sum are to 
be included the three millions of dollars al- 
ready appropriated by Congress for the fur- 
therance of peace, and now subject to the 
order of Mr. Trist, ‘This sum, 13 to be paid 
immediately on the ratification of ,this treaty 
by the Mexican Government. A 

The remamıng twelve milhons are to be 
paid either by installments, or by the issue 
of six per cent. stock, redeemable by the Uni- 
ted States, 

Several articles are devoted to the execu- 
tory details of both of these modes of payment. 
The adoption of either 1s to be optional with 
the U. g Government, 

The next important article binds the Go- 
vernment of the U, States to assume all claims 
of American citizens against thé Goyern- 
ment of Mexico—both those already decided, 
amounting to about three millions of dollars. 

Some ynimportant articles then follow, for 
the mode of executing this portion of the 
treaty; such ns the appointment of a commis- 
sioner to decide upon the claims, &e, 

The treaty of commerce of 1831, between 
the two republics, 1s to be revived for eight

At the advanced 
age of more than fourscore years, he was sud- 
denly stricken from his seat in the House of 
Representatives, by the hand of disease, on 
the 2ist, and expired in the Capitol, a few 
minutes after 7 o'clock on the evening of the 
23d of February, 1848, 7 

“He had for more than half a century, filled 
the most :mportant pubhe stations, and amon 
them that of President of the United States, 
The two houses of Congiess—of one of which 
he was a venerable and most distmguished 
membsr—will doubtless prescribe appropriate 
ceremonies to be observed as a mark of re- 
spect for the memory of this eminent citizen. 

“The nation mourns his loss; and as a furs 
ther testimony of respect for his memory, I 
direct that all the executive offices at Wash-~ 
ington be placed in mourning, and that all 
business be suspended during this day and 


to-morrow, 
JAMES K, POLK. 
Washington, Feb. 24, 1848.” 


Mr. Adams was born on the 81st of July, 
1767, attaining Iris 80th year in July last, 
and has been for 67 years, almost without an 
interval, in the public service—always an in- 
tent student and observer of national affairs 
In 1781, when but fourteen years of age, he 
commenced his career as Private Secretary to 
Francis Dana, Ambassador to Russia. The 
range of his publie duties has since been of 
the most exalted character, including the sta- 
tion of Minister Plenipotentiary, Resident 
Minister, Secretary of State, and President of 
the United States, in all of which he has coms 
manded the admiration and esteem of his 
countrymen. 

In the year 1880, shortly after he retired 
from the Presidency, he descended, neither 
ungracefully nor without advantags to the
